An Assistant Superintendent of 

Schools of New York city recently 

delivered the annual lnglis lecture at 
the Harvard Graduate School of Edu- 
cation; the references he made to 
faults and oversights of the system in 
VOgue raisetl no little furor and dis- 
cussion among those connected with 
the schools to which the lecturer's re- 
marks referred. He criticised what 
he considered the waste in time and 
money in the "miseducation" of high 
school students not fitted for the kind 
of training they receive, and de- 
nounced the large-scale education as 
developed in our public schools in re- 
cent years. He considers the effort 
to salvage DOOr-grade students as 
largely fruitless, and that it is time 
for public high schools to begin spedal 

education of the beat young brains of 
the country. 

He believes that ' we are embarked 
on a course of action in this country 
that is not only dishonest but inevit- 
ably calamitious in outcome, Dr. 

Tildsley said. "By our want of 
honesty, our fear of tiilitism. es|>ci ial 

ly that of being called undemocratii . 
we are refusing to acknowledge and 
then act on that knowledge of the very 

great differences in learning |K>wer of 
children Of the same age. So when 

children reach the age of fourteen we 

give them dishonest, lying credentials 

and send them to schools labeled high 

Schools to lake work for which they 

are unfitted and for which they never 

will be, never can be and never should 

be fitted 
"For the past twenty-five years we 

have been devoting our best CO 

in the public high schools in salvag- 
ing the boys and girls at the lower 

end of the curve of capacity. Our 
efforts have been largely fruitless, it 
is time fen us all to discover and put 
in the way of being educated the best 

brains of the nation, no matt 

what circumstances they may be 
found." 

Regarding his proposed schools for 

the brightest students of high school 
iid: 
"Such schools need not necessarily 
be more expensive. Their pupils 

must have the brightest leathers, for 

brightness begets brightness; but they 
will need less teaching, learning rather 

than being instructed, Running on 

their own power umlei general guirl- 
ant e is what they require. 

"If Americs is ever again to enjoy 
general widespread well being it will 
be because we have learned our lesson 

and by means of an envisioned, care 
fully planned education have made 
our young people of high mentality 
lln large men and women the.

Ths Highest Clouds 

During the past year a committee 
of the British Association few the 
Advancement of Science has been 
engaged in measuring the height of 
clouds* with the aid of photography, 
Simultaneous pictures of a cloud are 
made In two cameras placed 600 
feet apart and connected by tele- 
graphy wires. From the amount of 
displacement of the cloud caused by 
viewing it alternately from each end 
of the 600-foot base-line, its height 
can be calculated. Some of the 
"mackerel-sky" clouds photograph- 
ed were seven and a quarter miles 
high. The loftiest clouds whose 
elevation was thus measured belong- 
ed to the type known as cirrus or 
"curicloud," the height being a little 
more than seventeen miles.

Wasps Dsfsnd Cows 

A correspondent ot the Irish .\<> 
finalist describes a curious scene 
which he witnessed while watching 
his cows in the fields. He noticed 
main wasps buzzing around the 
cows, and upon stopping to observe 
what they were about, he found that 
they were catching and killing Biea 
A white cow in particular attracted 
th* wasps apparently because they 
could so easily see the flies that 
alighted upon it. They invariably 
bit off the wing, sometimes the legs, 
and occasionally the heads of the 
flies, and carried the bodies away, 
probably to feed their larvae. Three 
or four hundred flies were thus 
caught in about twenty minutes from 
the backs of two cows.
